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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The specification is objected to because the claim listing does not include the text 
of withdrawn claims 1-12. Appropriate correction is required. 

"Amendments to a claim must be made by rewriting the entire claim with all 
changes (e.g., additions and deletions) as indicated in this subsection, except when the 
claim is being canceled. Each amendment document that includes a change to an 
existing claim, cancellation of an existing claim or addition of a new claim, must include 
a complete listing of all claims ever presented, including the text of all pending and 
withdrawn claims, in the application. The claim listing, including the text of the claims, in 
the amendment document will serve to replace all prior versions of the claims, in the 
application. In the claim listing, the status of every claim must be indicated after its claim

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 13 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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Regarding claim 13, the examiner is unable to determine the metes and bounds 
of the claimed subject matter. As currently written, claim 13 limits the mirror to be made 
from a composite, metal, or alloy selected from a group consisting of four separate 
groupings of materials that appear to be conditional on the makeup of the LED epitaxial 
structure (AIGalnP, GaAIInN, InGaAs, or ZnSSe). However, it is not clear to the 
examiner that the claim language requires the epitaxial structure to be made of one of 
these four structures. Therefore, the claim does not address the composition of the 
mirror in the case that the epitaxial structure is none of AIGalnP, GaAIInN, InGaAs, or 
ZnSSe. 

Additionally, the phrase "a permanent metal substrate plated beneath said mirror, 
and retaining sawing streets without plating the substrate thereon" is indefinite. Although 
the examiner gathers from the specification that the sawing streets are on a wafer (p. 3, 
lines 10-11), the claim does not recite a wafer, and thus does not make it clear where 
the sawing streets are retained (on the mirror, on the substrate, etc.). The phrase 
"retaining sawing streets without plating the substrate thereon" appears to be a process 
step amidst a claim that otherwise recites features of a device, so the language is not 
clear. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 13 and 15 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

However, as best understood by the examiner, Applicant's amendment to claim 
13 appears to overcome the rejection previously made over Ishikawa et al. in view of

Chen et al., neither of whom teaches retaining sawing streets and not plating onto the 
sawing streets.
